The British 
thereupon marched tnto barracks. 

“The Allied commanders then 
held a council] and it was decided 
to leave Fiume and the handling of 
the D’'Annunalo forces to the Italian 
command. The British withdrew 
the next morning, while the French 
took up barracks on the wharves.

GERMANY PLANS 
A NEW ALLIANCE 


Mitteleuropa Dream is not 
Yet Abandoned. 


Scheme Now is to Combine 
with Italy and Rumania. 


Hungary may be Forced in 
Despite Her Opposition. 


BY JOHN CLAYTON. 
(BY CABLE—EXCLOSIVE DIsPATCH 

BUDAPEST, Sept. 22 (via Paria, 
Sept. 24.)—The Germanic dream of 
Mitteleuropa is far from dead. The 
ink hardly was dry on the German 
signatures to the peace treaty be- 
fore actual negotiations were under 
way for a new alliance which would 
make possible a development of this 
dream. The alliance now is com- 
pleted and needs only ratification by 
the powers concerned to create an 
offensive - defensive . combination 
whieh will make every effort to re- 
Sain its strength again and may 
throw Europe into war. 


Perhaps here better than any- 
where else it was possible to gather 
together the threads of intrigue 
which bound i together. Pecause 
ef the unusual! conditions prevailing 
here with the Rumanians occupying 
the country many negotiations were 
pushed to their conclusion in Hun- 


Fer the game reason, it was much 
easier to ferret them out in Buda- 
pest than in Berlin, for here there 
is a very strong anti-German infiu- 
ence, headed by Martin Lovassy and 
his independence party, which is 
clesely in touch with the men 
through whom the negotiations must 
be Anished. 

“SPOILS” INADEQUATE. 

There is no doubt in many quar- 
ters of an alliance of Germany with 
Rumania and Italy was much to 
be desired. The Italians and Ru- 
manians were dissatistied with their 
share ef the “spoils” at Versailles 
and were more than eager to listen 
te the whisperings of the Prussian 
Poreign Office. While Bratiano ap- 
parently is playing hand in glove 


spoil Hungary, he had his ear to 
the ground Berlin-wards and his 
sense of hearing in this direction 
proved unusually keen. 

Preliminary negotiations for the 
alliance were conducted simultane- 


were fitted into a plan by the Ital- 
lanes to make an ally of Rumania 
against the menace of the pan-Sla- 
vonic league, it is whispered in Bel- 
grade. But in Hungary the pro- 
ceedings struck a /snag because of 
the decided op tion, first, to an 
alliance with old enemies by the 
Rumanians; second, to pronounced 
anti-German sentiment prevailing 
with a strong minority block. Be- 
cause of this opposition the entire 
affair became public property. 

CONCLUSIVE PROOF. 


For several weeks Allied repre- 
gentatives have been aware of the 
Prepeosed Hungarian-Rumanian- 
Italian combination, but it was not 
until the evening of September 15 
that conclusive proof of the German 
alms eppeared, although they had 
heen whispered often in connection 
with the other. This preef came 
as a direct result of the Rumanian 
plans to restore the Tisza grovp of 
Germanophiles to power in Buda- 
pest and was confirmed next morn- 
ing in conversation with various 
leaders here regarding the Perony! 
cabinet, which had been at once 
refused by the Entente mission, des- 
Pite the fact it carried the officia) 
written approval of the Rumanians 
and Italians. This approval the En- 
tente mission knew had been pur- 
chased by a promise from Perony! 
to sign at once with traly 
and Rumania, which included cer- 
tain territorial concessions, to which 
was attached the Allies’ consent. 


BAIT FOR HUNGARY. 


Hungary was to grant Rumania a 
part of Transylvania, but 
would retain some of that territory 
which they would not do, deciared 
the Rumanians, if they waited for 
the Entente's peace terms. In re. 
turn she was given assurances that

For the Italians was allotted the 
Dalmatian coast, while Rumania’s 
share in the loot was to be a inrge 
part of Serbia.

The plan also embraces Russia. 
Aristoeratic leaders of that nation 
are ready to enter a combine in re- 
turn for the expulsion of Bolshevism 
by the Germans and Rumanians. Un- 
der such an alliance German power 
would be far from unbroken andé 
would return stronger than ever be- 
fore, for Austria would follow Ger- 
many, ceasing to exist as an inde- 
pendent state.

IS IN BO¥ PROBLEM. 


SAN QUENTIN WARDEN URGES 
NEED OF BETTER EARLY 
HOME TRAINING. 


(EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 24.— 
“The very essence of the crime 
problem is the boy problem,” said 
Warden James A. Johnston of San 
Quentin today, in address ng mem- 
bers of the San Francisco Advertis- 
ing Club at their weekly mevting 
at the Palace Hotel. Warden 
Johnston declared that fathers, 
mothers, teachers and preachers 
should be aroused to the necessity 
of giving earnest attention to the 
,reventive measures. Advocating 
dental and medical inspections fre- 
quently during youth, Johnaton said 
that he was positive that criminal 
tendencies could be checked by 
proper training at home, in the 
schools and churches. 

Advocating vocational § training 
Johnston urged giving serious at- 
tention toe unemployment, strict 
regulations for the use of firearms, 
war on habit-forming drugs, recogni- 
tion of the fact that youth is the 
time of lawlessness and that criminal 
tendencies usualiv develop early. 
Declaring that California prisons to- 
day are conducted with strict disci- 
pline and training, but without 
harshness Or cruelty, Johnston said: 

“The prison directors believe 
that they can contribute most of 
the lessening of crime by managing 
the prisoners so that they may cura 
crime instead of being leted as one 
of ite causes. An endeavor is made 
to supplant sickness with health, ig- 
norance with knowledge and despalr 
with hope and to give new and bet- 
ter views of geocial obligations so 
that the individual may be returned 
to sotiety a moral asset instead of 
a lability.

Despite the fact that fighting ceased ten 
months ago the estimated expense of the 
Federal government jor the next twelve 
months is more than three times as «reat 
as for the calendar year 1916. We shall ex- 
pend more in a time of peace than the total 
cost of government under Lincoln during 
the eighteen most critical months of the 
Civil War. Where does the monev go? 
The best that Congress seems to be able to 
determine is that it goes into the different 
Federal department funds and most of it 
goes out to deserving Democrats. “Al! paid 
in; all paid out,” said William Howard 
Taft in a recent article condemning the 
loose financial methods of the government, 
“ts all the people know about it.” 

When it comes to a discussion of prof- 
teers the records of the packers, the ele- 
vator and cold-storage men,the steel mag- 
nates, makers of war suppliés and the manv- 
facturers of cotton, Woolen and leather 
goods are all regarded with suspicion; but 
statistics prove that the political profiteers 
have been more voracious than all the 
rest. More than 20,000,000 people are still 
enduring hardships to pay for the gov- 
ernment bonds they purchased to supply 
the sinews of war; but the only suffering 
recorded among the politicians is from in- 
digestion. The cost of living has doubled, 
to the shame of those who have been prof- 
iteering on necessities; but the cost of gov- 
ernment in time of peace has tripled. 

The failure of the Democratic party to 
give the country an efficient and economic 
administration is written in the enormous 
budgets of the different government de 
partments. The pinch of taxation is be 
coming heavier as the months pass. When 
the expenses of the Federal government 
touche  $1,000,000,000 under President Har 
rison the Democratic press of the country 
set up a wild howl about the enormous 
Waste and graft of pork barre! legisiation 
under a Republican Congress. Since that 
time the wealth and the population of the 
country have doubled; but the cost of gov- 
ernment is six times as great. A Repub- 
lican Congress has been struggling away 
for four months to cut down the cost of 
government; but it has been fought at 
every turn by the Democratic adninistra 
tion. Patronage plays a powerful part ip 
such contests, and that is wholly in the 
hands of the Democrats. 

The Times confesses that the results ob 
tained have not been as substantial as the 
country had hoped for from a Republican 
Congress. It is true that the Republican 
majority is but a slender one in both 
houses, that a defection of four votes up- 
sets it In the Senate and fifteen votes in 


the sesfion drags along.

Recessities. The country looks to the Re 


publican majority to enact legislation which 
will insure the return of the railroads to 
their owners under conditions that will 
stimulate and not hamper railroad exten- 
sions and improvement of the transporta- 
tion service. A fairly satisfactory bill has 
been introduced in the House, but it has 
mot been pressed in committee. The coun- 
try looked to the Republican majority to 
reduce the appropriations for government 
departments until they should again ap 
proach a peace basis. The country looked 
to the Republican majority for constructive 
legislation that would stimulate industry, 
increase production and ald in the reduc- 
tion of the high cost of living. And The 
Times regrets that, for these things, the 
country is still looking. 

But this remonstrance does not mean 
that we have abandoned hope. The hope of 
the country is in the wisdom of the Repub- 
lican leaders, in their ability to draft and 
pass bills that will cut out waste in gov- 
ernment expenditures and stimulate the 
industry of the country.

The Montana Supreme Court appar- 
ently holds that to curse the government 
is not sedition. An oath is not an argu- 
ment, and to undam a few damns et the 
republic is not a crime—at least in Mon- 
tana. People who wish to rave and rant 
at the administration or cuss Uncle Sam 
can go to Helena, Mont. : 

In the case of one Griffith, an imitation 
Bolshevist who violently denounced the 
government aad the courts in connarcction 
with the LW.W. cases in Chicago. the Mone 
tana jurists hold that ff the defendant had 
expressed the same lime of reasoning in 
chaste and courteous language it would not 
have been seditious» The mere fact that 
the man chose to put his remarks into vile, 
vulwar and obscene words did not consti- 
tute treason, even though the republic 
botsterously denounced. 

Grifith, who was convicted by a jury 
and sentenced to eight years in the: peni- 
tentiary for sedition in time of war, was 
ordered released by the court. The. Mon- 
tana jurists have disclosed a fine point and 
yet ite terms have been known since the 
flood. It's because & man doesn’t do his 
swearing in refined and chaste language 
that the fight starts. Bat even if he is 
violent and careless in his conversation 
the man who strikes a blow in resentment 
is apt to be punished because, forsooth, if 
the other party had expressed the same 
thought 19 amiable and sterilized sdeech 
there would have been no great ground for 
offense. 

Here is room for feflection. If a man 
calls you a condemned liar do not rashly 
bust him on the snoot. Stop and think. 
Permit yourself to realize that if the other 
had politely remarked that possibly pre- 
varication Was a mild trait in your family 
there would have been no warrant for 
violence. ‘That he was not considerate is 
not your fault, but his misfortune. Beg 
his pardon and pass on.

Time was when a man who went about 
calling names or rarin’ up would be shot 
so full of holes his hide could be crt up 
Into porous plasters. But those were the 
days of long ago.
